Now is the Time for Vigorous Action 
and Close Fellowship and Harmony. 


Stick to Bible Teaching on Every Line. 


This is a time for the great- 
est religious activity the world 
has ever known. Every- 
body that has salvation ought 
to be on the move. There 
is no time for rest and ease. 
No time for worldy pleasure 
or what is commonly termed 
recreation. 

Everybody must hear the 
gospel message, “Except ye 
repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish.” Luke 13:3,5. They 
must hear about holiness, too, 
for it takes holiness to com- 
plete salvation. Heb, 12:14. 
And of course they must be 
told about the Holy Ghost 
and what He will do when 
He comes into His temple to 
abide. Acts 10:46, Divine 
healing and the return of our 
‘Lord must be made know 
throughout the world. 

Who is going to proclaim 
this wonderful message but 
those who have the exper- 
ience? No body else is able 
to tell it. ‘The husbandman 
that laboreth must be first 
partaker of the fruits.” 2 Tim. 
2:6. Men whohave notbeen 
baptized with the Holy Ghost 
may try totell it, but they 
make a miserable failure. 
The common churches have 
been trying to evangelize the 
lost world for about one hun- 
dred and thirty years, but we 
are told there are more hea- 
thens today than when they 
first began. They have been 
trying to do this work with- 
out being baptized with the 
Holy Ghost and fire. But it 
can never be done without 
the Holy Ghost, and no body 
should attempt to preach or 
evangelize any more with out 
the Holy Ghost. 

Jesus said,“Tarry ye***un- 
til ye be endued with power 
from on high” (Luke 24:49,) 
then “Go ye * * * and teach 
all nations.” But they have 
been trying to educate the 

heathen out of their heathen- 
ish ways, probably the best 
they could do without the 
Holy Ghost. But now it is 
time for men and women to 
“go” who are filled with the 
Holy Ghost and can demon-

strate God’s power and show 
the signs. 

There is no place now for 
weaklings or those who are 
heedless or mattentive. To 
do the work that is required 
now, it is going to take men 
and women who are pos- 
sessed with vigilance and 
strength. Peter’s command 
is to “Be sober, be vigilant.” 
1 Pet. 5:8. Vigilance isa 
virtue of great importance in 
all who are in the work of 
the Lord. Vigilance and 
strength are indispensible for 
allwho name the name of 
Christ, and attempt to be His 
followers. 


The primary meaning of 
the word “vigilance’’is to‘‘stir, 
to excite, to rouse, to agitate.” 
This is the very thing we 
must do. Our message must 
be so full of fire that it will 
awaken the people and stir 
them into action. Unless this 
is done, we are more or less 
a failure. Jesus says, “Either 
make the tree good, and _ his 
fruit good; or else make the 
tree corrupt, and his fruit 
corrupt.” (Math. 12:33) 
This means something must 
be done. We must burn the 
message inte the people so 
deep that it willhave such an 


effect as to make them take 


action insome way. 


And if we expect to awak- 
en others and stir them to ac- 
tion it is necessary for us to 
be wide awake ourselves. 
We must not even allow our- 
selves to become asthe Vir- 
gins of Math. 25 who will be 
sleeping andslumbering when 


the Bridegroom cometh! go 
ye out to meet Him.” We 
must rather be of those that 
give the notice, or of the com- 
pany with the Bridegroom. 


There are too many sleep- 
ing and slumbering now, and 
whiling the time away in oth- 
er things, when they ought to 
be in the Master’s vineyard 
or white harvest field. Bur 
there is no use to go if you 
can’t keep up the fire. But 
it is often the case that work- 





ers get fired up the more as 


they go into the work regu- 
lar. And often they become 
more spiritual as they give 
their time more to prayer and 
special active service for the 
Lord. 

Not only is the command 
given to be vigilant, but there 
is as much emphasis placed 
on the command to “Be 
strong,” as there is to be vigi- 
lant. “Be strong,” says Paul 
at1 Cor. 16:13. Again the 
same apostle urges the breth- 
ren to be strong as shown at 
Eph. 6:10. “Be strong,” says 
Paul to Timothy. 2 Tim.2:1 
“Be strong in the grace that 


is in Christ Jesus.” Now is 
the time for the weak 
to say they are strong. 
Joel 3:10. 


Our people must be pos- 
sessed with vigilance and 
strength. If any body has to 
be sleepy and weak, let it be 
some body else. We claim 
to know the Lord and at 
Daniel 11:32 we read that 
‘tthe people that do know 
their God shall be strong.” 
So if we give way to weak- 
ness and siuggishness, I’m 
afraid it is a sign that we do 
not know the Lord as well 
as we have professed to know 
Him. 

These are the days that 
vigilance aid strengh are 1e- 
quired. Now is the time for 
vigorous action and close fel- 
lowship and harmony. We 
have no strength to 
waste. We want our 
strength to count something 
for God and the salvation of 
souls. Close fellowship and 
harmony helps the work 
along. But where the fellow- 
ship is wanting and there is a 
lack of harmony the work is 
hindered. 

Where there is nonfollow- 
ship and friction existing it. 
drives souls to hell. If you 
want to hinder the salvation 
of souls, just get contrary and

the cry is raised, ‘“Behold,|If you have been strong, such 


action will weaken you at 
Anger, wrath, malace, 
contention, evil surmisings 
and disagreements do not be- 
long to the children of God. 
Harmony, fellowship, vigor- 
ous actton, strength and vigi- 
lance are all necessary for 
every lover of God. 


There is no demand for 
differences to arise. And as 
long as there is that sweet 
humility and submissiveness 
that is taught 1n the Book, there 





will be no lingering differ- 





ences that will interfere with 
the good, work of the Lord. 
Of course we must stick to 
Bible teaching on every line, 
but people can become sel- 
fish even about that, and 
place their own construction 
upon it and not submit to it 
tightly divided. 

It is common to hear peo- 
ple say, “I am going the Bi- 
ble way,” and not infrequent- 
ly do these same parties have 
some petty opinions and the- 
ories that count more to them 
than the straight Word of 
God rightly divided. And 
when something is said or 
done that crosses their views 
and ideas they are ready to 
bristle up and enter into con- 
troversy and contention, and 
thus create such friction 
and disturbance that many 
hearts are made sad and 
sinners become disgusted. 

But such is not the case 
with the “true blue” humble 
followers of our Master. This 
class will show the leving 
spirit whether their advice is 
followed or nor. Indeed, 
many things may be said and 
done contrary to ther ideas 
and thoughts, but no one will 
know it. And when it comes 
to doctrine and discipline 
that is not an individual 
matter. We have certain 
general principles that are 
well known and that all must 
follow. External and cross 
views are not necessary. 


In our services for worship 
it is necessary that all throw 
their whole souls into His ser- 
vice. Whenwe sing we 
should sing with life and the 
love of God floating out on 
the atmosphere from full and 
loving hearts. The musical 
instruments that are used 
should sound forth the praises 
of God. There is scarcely 
any musical instrument that 
can be rejected. While we 
use organs and pianos prob- 
ably the most, others can be 


used just as well for the glory 
of God. | 


A few years ago many 
were rather prejudiced again- 
st the use of the brass bands 
and stringed instruments, but 
God has so wonderfully hon- 
ored the use of nearly all 
kinds of musical instruments 
unlilin more recent years 
our people have decided that 
the musical instruments be- 
long to the Lord and His ser- 
vice, the same as houses and 
lands, trains and autos, mon- 
ey and the mail service. The 
devil uses the mails, trains, 


autos, and musical instru- 
menrs, but we do not have to 
deprive ourselves of the use 
of them for God’s service just 
because the devil uses them. 
In speaking of Zion, which 
is the Old Testament name 
for the church, the Psalmist 
sings, ““The Lord loveth the 
gates of Zion. ***As well 
the singers as the players on 
instruments shall be there.” 
And now is the time for the 
return of His Church. With 
thereturnofHis church comes 
all the signs, gifts, power, 
glory, songs, music and turn- 
ing the world upside down as 
in days of yore. 
The last two arePsalms pro- 
phetical in their signification 
and have their application 
and fulfillment in the gospel 
dispensation. There has 
been no other time they 
would fit quite so well as 
now. “Let the children of 
Zion(the church) be joyful in 
their King. Let them praise 
his name in the dance: let 
them sing praises unto him 
with the timbrel and harp. 
* * * Let the saints be joytul 
in glory.* * * Praise him with 
sound of the cornet (margin): 
praise him with the psaltery 
and harp. Praise him with 
the timbrel and dance: praise 
him with stringed instruments 
and organs.” All these are 
for use in the last days. No 
people of any of age could 
rejoice as we can now, and 
no people on earth today can 
claim this fulfillment like the 
Church of God. Surely this 
is Ours. 


All such music and danc- 
ing indicates life and vigi- 
lance and strength, and calls 
for vigorous action on the 
part of all of God’s children. 
And we must wax stronger 
and stronger, bolder and 
bolder,march through theland 
with a victorious tread and 
tramp, tramp, tramp, and let 
our light shine away the 
darkness and gloom from all 
whe will accept the true gos- 
pel light. And our fellow- 
ship and harmony must be 
so complete that discussions 
and divisions. and crosses 
among ourselves will not be 
known. 

With proper vigilance and 
strength, vigorous action,close 
fellowship and harmony, 
there will be no time for fric- 
tions and disagreements, nor 
even misunderstandings that 
will amount to anything. But 
it willtruly be — said of us 
everywhere we go, They are 
the Lord’s disciples because 
they love each other so dear-

With many it is not aques- 
tion, so much, as to the truth 


of the teaching of healing in, 


the Word, and too they see 
it vetified in the lives of oth- 
ers, but it is a questionof how 
they are to get it for them- 
selves. 


God has blessed, and does 
bless on many lines, but they 
fail, some way, to have the 
appropriating faith, hence are 
not healed. 


In this matter, as in other 
matters, relative to Christi- 
an experience, we feel that 


the Bible is plain and explicit | 


in its directions. 


St. Paul says “if the Spirit 
of Him that raised up Jesus 
from the dead dwell in you, 
he that raised up Christ from 
the dead shall also quicken 
your mortal bodies by His 
Spirit that dwelleth in you.” 
Rom. 8:11. 


From this we gather that in 
getting healing for the body, 
the most important thing is 
living in the fullness of God, 
where the Spirit of God 
dwells within us and our 
whole life is appropriated to 
His will and service, and as 
the Spirit has full control of 


.us He quickens and heals the 


body for purposes of God’s 
glory, for the Load hath said 
“he hath set apart him that is 
godly for Himself. So that 
it is for God’s glory and the 
interest of His kingdom to 
heal, as much as it is for the 
comfort and happiness of the 
one being healed. 


In coming to God tor heal- 
ing we should desire it for His 
glory, that He might have 
paaise in us. Perhaps we 
have failed to get the heal- 
ing because our motive in 
seeking it was not so much 
His glory as our own selfish 
gratification. 

God has said “call upon 
me in the day of trouble, and 
I will answer thee and thou 
shalt glorify me” Psa. 50:15. 
This is the first object in all 
true prayer, God’s glory. A 
life that is lived for the glory 
ot God includes answered 
prayed for every kind of 
needed blessi.ig, and this cer- 
tainly includes healing for the 
body. ‘What things soever 
ye desire when ye pray be- 
lieve that ye receive them 
and you shall have them.” 

“If ye abide in me and my 
words abide in you ye shall 
ask what ye will and it shall 


be done unto you.” In view 
of such promises as these 
how should any earnest 


Christian fail to get healing 
in answer to prayer? This 
is the great secret, live in 
touch with Him and you can 











get what He has__ promised. 

Jesus directed that by the 
laying on of hands healing 
was given. Mark 16. It seems 
that this was a sign given to 
holiness in general and for 
all time and with no particu- 
lar limitations or restrictions. 
‘“‘He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved * * * 
and these signs shall follow 
them that believe * * * they 
shall lay hands on the sick 
and they shall recover.” Any 
true believer in Christ is in 
order laying on hands and 
offering the prayer of faith 
for the healing ot the s.ck. 

Then St. James directed, 
“Is any sick among you let 
him call for the elders of the 
church and let them pray 
over him, anointing him with 
oil in the name of the Lord, 
and the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick and the Lord 
Shall raise him up.” This is 
a simple and easy operation, 
and in these days is often ac- 
companied by a special de- 
liverance ot the one anointed, 
any minister, deacon, or 
faithful believer in Christ 
may do the anointing. 

Again we read in 1 Cor. 
12:28 of the “‘gitts of healing” 
which, among other things, 
God has set in the church. 

We do not know to what 
extent any in the church pos- 
sess these gifts, but perhaps 
some do, ina _ greater or less 
degree, it is our privilege. 

With some about us who 
have “‘gits of healings,” some 
who will anoint and pray for 
us, with the layimag on of 
hands and Christ the Healer 
giving us such unlimited 
promises may we not, ina 
greater way, enjoy the gleri- 
ous inheritance that God has 
provided for us on this line.
